WHAT IS IT? 


Mr. Barnes, Social Credit member for Ed- 
monton, gave a realistic touch to the somewhat 
abstract references which have been made in 


the legislature, and also in the Speech from the 
Throne, to a budget drawn on Social Credit 
lines. He wanted, he said, to amend the budget 
so as “to enable the world to see the effect of 
a Social Credit plan on the Alberta financial 
situation.”

|The Passing Show

You require imagination to regard this as 
an Easter topic, but it can be done. It's about 
two divorces. In one of them the ex-monarch is 
interested; in the other a humble subject figures. 
One of them has ended in tragedy; the other 
sounds a note of comedy. 

Let us take the comedy first. That well paid 
official known as the King’s Proctor left his 
game of golf long enough last week to appear 
in court to say that he had investigated every 
angle of the Simpson divorce case and found 
nothing in it that suggested collusion, con- 
hivance or indiscreet conduct on the part of the 
petitioner. Though the official's face may have 
been red as he applied the proctorial whitewash, 
few people will cavil at his act. It proves that 
where Royalty is concerned the office of the 
King’s Proctor is a joke. If it is a joke where 
Royalty is concerned, then it should be a joke 
where common people are concerned. 


We cannot have, under British tuadition, one 
law for the people and another for the monarch. 
If a Royal prince can tour the country with a 
married lady, take her away with him on a 
yachting trip up the Mediterranean, present 
her with jewels and motor-cars and prociaim 
her to the world as “the woman I love” without 
falling foul with the King’s Proctor, then there 
must be an end to his snivelling interference 
with humble folk under analogous circum- 
stances 

The British government should now abolish 
the office of King’s Proctor 


British Columbia has no King’s Proctor. 
There, a petitioner who shows cause for a 
divorce obtains the decree absolute from the 
trial judge and is free to marry again at once, 
if he or she so desires. No such thing is known 
as putting them on their conduct for three or 
six months, as in Alberta. 

Only 2 couple of years ago the Alberta courts 
saw a case where the King's Proctor, a member 
of the Attorney-General’s staff, turned a blind 
eye towards a divorce suit in which the 
Attorney-General’s private firm was acting for 
the petitioner. When too late, the defending 
party made accusations that collusion and con- 
nivance had been practiced, 


There is good reason in Alberta to abolish 
the office and the period of waiting before the 
decree is made absolute. When both parties are 
desirous of terminating a loveless marriage, that 
seems a double reason for granting divorce. At 
present divorce is only granted. in Alberta where, 
in theory, one party is undesirous of it. 

Now that the King’s Proctor has publicly 
swallowed himself, let's hope that Duke 
Edward's marriage to “Wally” proves a happy 
one, and that his Duchess wil] repay him for the 
sacrifice she caused him. 


The other case—the tragic one—is a sad com- 
mentary on the deception and criminality that 
present requirements of the divorce law force 
upon litigants 

Ina down-town rooming house in Vancouver 
about two weeks ago was found the dead body 
of Michael Thomas Sheridan, aged 55, better 
known as “Mike” Sheridan, discoverer of the 
famous Sheridan claim at Cedar Creek, B.C. 
With some other claims it was sold for $180.000 
cash a few years ago, Cedar Creek 
Company 

Sheridan had been drinking freely of recent 
years, and his wife co: a lawyer with a 
view to obtaining divorce. Sheridan at the time 
was serving a thirty day sentence for drunken- 
ness. The lawyer properly told the wife that 
drunkenness is no ground for divorce; that the 
sole ground for divorce jis adultery, and it is 
necessary to give evidence from which the court 
may deduce adultery. He suggested that she 
employ one, Woodcock, a private detective, 
to Shadow her husband and procure the needed 
evidence. No blame for anything that followed 
attaches to the wife or the lawyer. 

Woodcock, it is said, engaged a C.N.R. brake- 
man, a Fred Hogarth, formerly of Saskatoon, 
and Mrs. Hogarth to assist him in shadowing 
Sheridan. The brakeman followed Sheridan from 
the prison gates into town, struck up a conversa- 
tion and went with him to a beer parlor. Into 
the beer-parlor came Hogarth’s wife, who was 
introduced to Sheridan as “Miss Gertie Jones”. 
Sheridan found “Gertie” to be fancy-free and 
full of interest, the trio adjourned to a 
rooming-house near by. There, Hogarth, before 
leaving, plied the man with liquor, in further- 
ance of his instructions to get him drunk “if it 
takes $100 and two cases of booze.” “Gertie” had 
humored the soddened man by promising to stay 
the night. Onto the scene a half hour leter came 
the detective and Hogarth to “discover” the pair. 
When “discovered”, Sheridan lay on tbe bed 
asleep, “Gertie” was sitting in a chair. Neverthe- 
less, Hogarth signed a statement that he had 
found Sheridan and “Gertie” (Mrs. Hogarth) 
under compromising circumstances

This precious piece of villainy came to light 
through the thoughtlessness of Sheridan who 
forgot to waken from his drunken sleep. When 
an autopsy was held, it was discovered he had 
been given some chloral hydrate—known in the 
underworld as “knock-out drops”—to speed his 
insensibility. Two grains found in his stomach 
had killed him. 

At the time of writing the detective has fled 
and Mr. and Mrs. Hogarth are being held by the 
police. They had told their miserable story to 
the authorities—even to admitting that Hogarth's 
Statement was false where it told of finding 
“Gertie” minus some of her clothing. It was just 
another criminal “trame-up” to procure evidence 
under our disgusting divorce law, which makes 
perjurers and conspirators out of persons wish- 
ful to be freed. 

Who put the “knock-out drops” into Sheri- 
dan's liquor is not known. Hogarth admits taking 
the bottle away after Sheridan keeled over, 
emptying the stuff down the sink and hiding 
the bottle in the lane. He denies having put the 
chloral! hydrate in the liquor or of having seen 
anyone else do so. 

So long as the law remains as it is private 
detectives must be used, for the acts required to 
be sworn to, are not performed in public. This 
leaves every man and woman exposed to the 
machinations of private detectives, who may 
be honest, or who may be thorough-going 
scoundrels who will not stop at perjury or at
